at No.149 Szechuen Road will hold an exhibition of 
Japanese dramatic performances and moving pictures 
in two rooms on the gwound floor of the Library 
building between 9 asm. and 6 peme daily for a period 
of four days commencing April 9- Between 6 peme 
and 9 peme Gaily a cinema show and Kamishibai (paper 
picture dramatic plays) will be given at the same piace. 
The management of the Library desire to hold 
the exhibition for the purpose of giving the general 
public a better understanding of real Japanese 
dramatic and cimatographic art, thereby facilitating 
culturel interflow between Japan and China. Admission 


to the exhibition and the entertainment wiil be free. 


When interviewed, Mr, Kamizaki, President of 
the Library stated that ase the exhibition and the 
entertainment, wrich are not of a serious nature, are 
to be givwen insize the building and would be on a 
small scale, he would not particularly request the 
S.M.P. to take precautionary measures.

A repponsible official of the Shanghai Ja panese 
Modern Science Library has been interviewed and requested 
to avoid making unnecessary noise at future perforinances. 


Residents of the Hamilton House have also been warned 
by Inspector white. 


Investigations revealed that some 800 persons attended 
the performance on the evening of September 29 and that most 
of these people were Chinese. 


The performance was held in the compound at the rear of 
the Museum and which is just below the East wing of the 
Hamilton House. 


Talking pictures were shown and music pleyed throughout 
the performance, which started at 8 p.em.: and finished 
shortly after 10 p.m. 


The compound is located between high Duildings and the 
noise of the talking machine must have been heard cn the top 
floors of the Hamilton House. 


Complaints filed with the Police by residents of the 
Hamilton House are justified and there can ve no doubt ebout 
it that those organising the performance must be aware of 
this and the annoyence they were causing to others. 


One resident of the Hamilton House informed the under-— 
signed that the noise was terrible and thet he did not 
consicer it wise for the Japanese to hold such a per formance 
in view of the political tension.

Pandemoniam reigned for a few minutes and et least 
three Chinese are Known to have sustained slight injuries 
in addition to ten benches being broxene 


Order weS soon restored and the perrormance 
continued, but the majority ot the patrons had already 
left. 


& second incident occurred after the performance 
vhen a medicine bottle was thrown at a Chinese coclie 
who was clearing up the compound. 


Mr. Cho son Xi further stated that watev was thrown 
at him from the Hamilton House just before the performance 
started. 


The throwing of the egzs into the midst of the 
audience was foolhardy act and might have had grave 
resultse There can ve no excuse for this despite 


the provocatione 


Mre and Mrs. Fletcher have veen interviewea and 
state that they know nothing regzerding the egg throwing 
They kindly permitted an inspection of their apartment 
whieh is located some considerable distance South of 
the compound where the performance took place. It is 
very much doubted if they could throw anything from 
their apartment into the compounde 


Mr. Fletcher stated that he did not think it wise 
for the Police to permit such perfrormencee 


Efforts are being made to trace the owner of the 
medicine bottlee

Dear Sirs, 

It was with great surprise that I learned from 
the Offi-:er-in-Charge, Charge Room, Central Police Station, 
that permission had been granted to a Japanese concern 
immediately next to the East side of Hamilton House to hold 
an open air cinema. The hours, granted, from 8 O*tclock to 
10 might be considered reasonable but if could not have been 
realized at the time permission was given that the cinema would 
have been accompanied by the blaring noise of a loud speaker. 

I strongly protest but hope for no comfort 
of relief for yet perhaps another painful two hours. 

During the past two years, building have been 
allowed to hammer away in the vicinity. My only dread is 
that this permission having been given ore might be let in 


for a disquieting winter, should other Japanese apply.
